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The move to supply close bus service 
to the CNR station is definitely overdue 
and while this improvement is being con- 
templated, something should be done to 
bring city transportation closer to the 
CPR station as well. 

For more than two years, The Bulletin 
has urged a more convenient transit ser- 
vice to both railway stations. 

In the case of the CNR, the bus stop 
is a good two blocks from the station en- 
trance and is practically the same distance 
from the CPR. 

‘This is not an insurmountable difficulty 
in ordinary cases, but persons en route to 
@ railway station are usually encumbered 
with luggage and a two-block walk under 
those circumstances seems to constitute an 
unnecessary hardship.

much revenue the transit system loses to 
taxicabs through this deficiency in service. 
But the amount must be considerable. 

Indeetl, as this newspaper has always 
maintained, the transit deficit is a product, 
not so much of insufficient fares, as of 
insufficient services, 

The present proposal is to route the 
new bus service across the High Level 
bridge, after conversion of that structure 
makes it possible, down 97 street from the 
north to 104 avenue to 100 street, south to 
Jasper, west to 101 street, north to 102 
avenue, east to 100 street and return the 
same route. 

This seems to be a sound suggestion. 

If something could be done to provide 
a similar service to the CPR station, the 
general transportation picture would be 
much improved, 


How Edmonton Serves the Province 


It’s high time Edmonton put forth its 
legitimate claim to a share in Alberta’s oil 
revenue, 

City council is now being asked by the 
Property Owners’ Association to prepare 
a brief on the subject for submission to 
Premier E. C. Manning's cabinet, 

That council should have to be prodded 
into such action reflects a none-too-com- 
mendable lack of awareness of this city’s 
increasing importance in the provincial 
economy. 

Much of Edmonton's phenomenal 
mushrooming is directly attributable to 
Alberta’s growing importance to the na- 
tional economy, through oil and gas de- 
velopment. 

Hundreds of companies connected with 
that development are flooding into the 
city, although their operations may be 
Scattered over thousands of miles of the 
province's area. 

Their demands for employes’ housing 
and their legitimate need for office and in- 
dustrial space is imposing a critical strain 
on civic utilities. The 1950 program of es- 
sential extensions to sewers, roads and 
other utilities is going to severely tax the 
city budget and its existing debt load. 

Figures released yesterday by the city 
power plant superintendent show that by 
far the biggest demand for greater power 
plant capacity comes from outside the city 


limits. While city power consumption, has 
increased 14.1 per cent over 1948, con- 
sumption by Calgary Power Ltd., has shot 
up 132 per cent. 

This is a legitimate state of affairs, be- 
cause sale of power to Calgary Power re- 
turns a definite profit to city coffers. But 
all power sold to it is consumed outside 
Edmonton—much of it no doubt helping 
directly or indirectly in provincial develop- 
ment. 

At the same time it must be kept in 
mind that neither Calgary Power nor its 
customers are likely to put up the hundreds 
of thousands of dollars for capital expendi- 
ture on the new 30,000 kw. generating unit 
which the plant superintendent says will 
be needed by the fall of 1952. 

Edmonton taxpayers will have to 
finance that themselves, being assured of a 
steadily mounting market in Calgary 
Power. 

Therefore, even merely on the basis of 
these two items, it seems reasonable to 
suggest that provincial oi] revenues should 
be used to assist Edmonton over its critical 
expansion period. 

If not on an outright grant basis, then 
certainly on a low-interest loan or possibly 
on a bond-underwriting basis, the province 
of Alberta should offer financial aid to 
this city in its critical battle to grow fast 
enough to meet minimum demands for new 
public services. 


Things That Edmonton Forgets To Do 


The apathy of Edmonton's civic spirit 
Was never better revealed than in the 
farewell given the city’s candidate for 
queen at the Banff Winter Carnival. 

Sponsored by six organizations, in- 
cluding civic groups, Miss Patricia Gunn 
boarded the train with the good wishes 
of her mother, a girl friend and two news- 
papermen 

As Edmonton’s queen for the year— 
chosen last winter—Miss Gunn went to 
Banff to compete with attractive girls 
from other Alberta centres and even two 
points in Manitoba, and she deserved 
much greater support than she received. 

To be chosen then virtually forgotten, 
would be a natural disappointment to any 
girl. But it is particularly regrettable in 
the case of Miss Gunn, a high ranking 
sportswoman who has earned her spurs 
in Alberta skating circles and brought 
much worthwhile publicity to the city in 
the process. 


If the farewell typifies what Edmon- 
ton thinks of its young people, then it's 
going to need more than committees to 
put it on the map. 

It's going to need something to shake 
the people out of a lethargy that seems to 
leave them content to consider themselves 
residents of a bunch of communities in- 
stead of a growing metropolis. 

It's going to need a cheer leader who 
can make the people realize it’s time they 
stopped acting like a bunch of ostriches 
and took their heads out of the sand be- 
cause the eyes of the continent are upon 
them, 

It's time Edmonton got over the 
idea that things come to those who wait. 

And, incidentally, what’s the Put Ed- 
monton On The Map Committee waiting 
for? 

It’s been about as noisy lately as Miss

With the return to Canada of 
Hon. L. B, Pearson, it would seem 
the Canadian government might 
have to make some decision with 
regard to recognition of the Com- 


munist government in China, 

Unfortunately, this is not the 
simple matter of deciding whe- 
ther we were finished with 
Chiang Kaj Shek or were ready 
to take a chance on the Chinese 
Communist regime splitting over 
Moscow demands, 

There is good reason for believ- 
ing the Communist government 
in China will not remain under 
Russian domination. It is simple 
to accept the fact of their de 
facto Position and let it go at 
that. Britain has taken the lead 
and India supports that position. 

The more serious aspect of this 
whole situation is not so much 
the effect upon China but rather 
the effect upon the United Na- 
tions and Security Council, 

The Security Council consists 
of 11 members. Six are elected 
and five, consisting of France, 
USS.R., United Kingdom, U.S.A 
and China are permanent mem- 
bers. Decisions on procedural 
matters are made by affirmative 
vote of any seven members, De- 
cisions on éther matters are made 
by an affirmative vote of seven 
members including the concur- 
ring votes of all five permanent 
members, 

Until recently, the U.S.S.R. has 
had difficulty in bucking the 
other members except by a ‘veto.’ 
Even with the best of luck in 
election of non-permanent mem- 
bers the U.S.S.R, had little hope 
of maintaining a majority

Dur- 
ing the recent meetings, Russia 
has simply demanded China 
should be represented on the 
Council by members of the gov- 
ernment which was in control of 
China. To support this, was the 
fact that in a number of other 
cases in previous years represen- 
tation has changed immediately 
and without any fuss when a na- 
tional government has changed 
To make matters more difficult, 
five members including Britain 
have recognized the Communist 
group as the government of 
China. 


More Time 


Needed 


USA and France based their re 
fusal to expel the Chinese repre 
sentative on ground that further 
time was needed to consider the 
matter. 

Apart from Dr. Tsiang, the Chi 
nese representative, little seems 
to have been said about the ques- 
tion of which Chinese govern- 
ment represented the Chinese 
people. Thus Russia found her 
self in the position of being able 
to argue that the nations which 
opposed her demands were doing 
so for local political reasons. 

What should happen if the UN 
nations refuse to recognize the 
‘hinese Communist regime, even 
though it retains actual hold over 
China, remains to be seen. But in 
the meantime, each nation which 
recognizes the Communist gov 
simply provides Russia 
with added arguments for sup- 
planting the Chinese representa 
tives by those of the Communists 
Yet, if that happens, it means 
there is at least the possibility of 
presenting the Communists with 
a vital Security Council seat.
